§ 365.10 (d) Authorization and Payment of Jurors’ Fees and Allowances 

A juror can waive receipt of an attendance fee or any allowances by providing the court a written 

acknowledgment of the waiver. 

 

1. If a juror waives payment prior to issuance of a check, no jury funds are expended. 

 

2. If a juror physically returns a check to the court, the Miscellaneous Receipts Act requires that the 

check be deposited into the U.S. Treasury. See: 31 U.S.C. § 3302.
